Department Reserves Right to Dis­ 
continue Routes which are Not 
Made Passable at all Times 


This has been an exceedingly hard 
winter for the rural mail man and 
the vast q u an tity of snow th a t has 
fallen in this section of the country, 
especially 
in north ern 
Minnesota, 
has made his labors more of a task 
than it otherwise would he. 
it is 
with considerable difficulty that the 
rural carriers serve th eir patrons up 
to th e min ute in ordinary winters. 
owing to th e fact that storms prevail 
and the roads are not broken in time 
to let him over his route on a m o r n - 1 
ing following a fall of snow. 
This J 
state of affeir® is something over 
which there is no control and it can­ 
not be helped, but in cases w h e n ’ the 
sre*’ f ll is allowed to remain in the 
road on th e route of a rural carrier 
for a week or so there is no excuse, 
and if the department discontinues 
a route that is so treated by the 
rural patrons they have no kick com­ 
ing. 
The departm ent does not expect 
tile rural carrier to break the roads, 
nor is he required to do so. although 
it is often left for him to do it the 
mail is delivered. 
The rural patrons 
should understand that It is up to 
them lf they desire efficient service to
